To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Chesham  Urban  T)istri6l  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your 
perusal  my  Twenty-fourth  Annual 
Report  on  the  General  Health  of  your 
district,  the  time  under  consideration 
being  the  year  1920. 

Physical  Features  and  General  Character 
of  District. 

These  do  not  alter.  The  Urban  area  has 
for  years  been  a manufacturing  district, 
and  gives  promise  of  remaining  so. 

Population. 

From  the  General  Register  Offices, 
Somerset  House,  I have  received  the 
estimated  number  of  your  inhabitants  as 
8,615  ; as,  however,  by  the  census  return 
for  1911  it  was  8,204,  I scarcely  think 
that  this  can  be  correct,  and  shall  watch 
with  interest  to  see  what  the  return  for 
the  coming  census  is,  but  for  the  present 
can  only  accept  these  figures  for  what  they 
are  worth.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  work, 
particularly  in  the  Boot  and  Brush 
industries,  the  social  condition  of  the 
inhabitants  has  been  particularly  bad 
throughout  the  year.  This  with  the 
increased  cost  of  living  must  have  rendered 
the  management  of  household  exchequers, 
very  difficult.  Probably  the  only  thing 


that  has  stood  the  situation  in  many 
homes  has  been  the  fact  that  the  town  is 
not  confined  to  one  industry  only,  and 
it  seems  to  be  pretty  common  among  the 
inhabitants  to  divide  the  labour  of  the 
members  of  its  households  among  these 
different  industries  so  that,  when  all  are 
not  slack  at  the  same  time,  they  can  just 
manage  to  carry  on.  What  will  happen 
if  we  get  to  the  stage,  as  seems  more  than 
likely  at  the  present  time,  when  all 
business  falls  off,  one  dreads  to  think. 

Forms  of  Gratuitous  Medical  Relief. 

The  Cottage  Hospital  is  still  doing  its 
best  to  cope  with  the  work  put  upon  it, 
b\it  as  I stated  in  my  last  annual  report, 
is  far  too  small  for  the  needs  of  the  Town 
and  district.  During  the  year,  94  patients 
have  been  admitted,  the  number  under 
treatment  during  the  year  being  105. 
When  one  takes  into  consideration  that 
all  we  possess  is  8 beds  and  a cot,  and 
that  of  these  cases  13  have  been  major 
operations,  one  can  only  congratulate 
our  Matron  (Miss  Broady)  and  her 
Staff  on  getting  through  the  work  as  they 
have. 

The  Hospital  at  the  present  time  is 
badly  in  need  of  funds  for  cleaning  and 
repairs,  and  in  spite  of  special  efforts  in 
the  way  of  Theatrical  performances, 
concerts  and  football  matches,  has  great 


difficulty  in  making  both  ends  meet  on 
its  general  account. 

I am  convinced  that  this  is  not  in  any 
way  due  to  extravagance.  It  seems  to 
have  been  forgotten  that,  as  the  cost  of 
living  has  gone  up.  the  cost  of 
keeping  the  sick  and  nurses  to  look  after 
them  has  gone  up  with  it,  and  subscrip- 
tions have  not  kept  time  with  it.  The 
cost  of  running  our  little  hospital  at  the 
present  time  is,  I think,  roughly  £80  a 
month  and  we  must  have  more  money, 

I am  well  aware  that  there  are  at  the 
present  time  many  willing  workers ; 
collecting  boxes  have  been  started  at 
many  of  the  factories  and  the  money  is 
coming  in  from  many  in  small  amounts 
who  never  thought  of  the  Hospital  before, 
not  because  they  were  unwilling  to  give 
what  they  could  afford  but  because  they 
were  never  asked.  I am  convinced  that 
what  is  wanted  in  the  district  is  a properly 
organized  system  of  begging  (if  one  may 
call  it  so)  after  the  style  of  what  was  done 
for  the  Red  Cross  during  the  war.  Before 
that  can  be  done,  however,  the  help  of 
somebody  who  can  devote  their  time  to 
organise  a system  of  collecting  small 
amounts  for  this  and  the  District  Nursing 
Fund  must  offer  their  services. 

District  Nursing  Committee. 

This  Committee  have  had  a good  deal  of 
trouble  during  the  year,  owing  to  the 
resignation  of  Nurse  Kennett  and  the 
difficulty  of  getting  somebody  to  take 
her  place. 

They  have  now  engaged  the  services  of 
Nurse  Haliday  as  district  nurse,  and  Nurse 
Steven  as  midwife.  I am  glad  to  see 
that  my  last  report  had  the  desired  effect 
of  helping  this  fund  from  a financial 
standpoint. 

Thanks  to  the  help  of  the  Discharged 
Soldiers  and  Sailors,  who  devoted  the 
surplus  from  the  canteen  fund  to  this 
object,  the  Committee  find  their  funds 
increased  by  the  sum  of  .C2.50  which 
should,  with  the  usual  subscriptions,  help 
them  over  a considerable  period. 

One  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact, 
however,  that  there  are  two  Nurses  to 
pay  out  of  the  funds  collected. 

Owing  to  the  change  of  nurses,  I have 
been  unable  to  collect  the  records  of 
work  done,  but  have  requested  each  nurse 
to  keep  such  records  as  will  enable  me  to 
report  more  fully  next  year. 

I am  pleased  to  find  that  the  Nurses’ 
salaries,  which  I commented  on  last  year, 
have  been  raised  to  something  more 
reasonable. 

Chesham  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

I am  still  very  pleased  with  the  work 
at  this  centre. 

The  Secretary  reports  that  in  December, 
1920,  there  were  on  the  books  : 


1 18  Mothers  with  an  average  attendance 
of  30. 

104  Infants  under  5,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  32. 

My  attendance  at  the  Centre  has  been 
increased  from  once  to  twice  a month,  at 
the  request  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

I am  convinced  that  if  you  as  a Council 
could  see  the  working  of  the  centre,  and 
the  interest  that  the  mothers  who  attend 
take  in  it,  that  you  would  consider  the 
few  pounds  that  you  pay  towards  it  from 
the  rates,  as  money  very  well  spent. 

Dental  Clinic. 

This  is  carried  on  every  Friday  while 
the  schools  are  open  and  is  doing  quite 
good  work. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Town  is  supplied  from  its  own 
pumping  station  by  means  of  two  reser- 
voirs, one  for  the  high  and  the  other  for 
the  low-lying  portions  of  the  town. 

The  quality  is  good  though  a little  hard, 
and  the  risk  of  contamination  is  practi- 
cally nil. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  was  no  recurrence  during  the 
year  of  escape  of  surface  water  contamina- 
ted with  sewage  from  the  ventilators  in 
the  streets. 

This  is,  I am  afraid,  due  to  the  springs 
not  having  risen  so  high  as  in  former  years, 
rather  than  to  anything  having  been 
done  to  prevent  it. 

I hoped  that  during  the  summer 
months  of  1920  something  would 
have  been  done  in  this  matter,  and  can 
only  again  express  a hope  that  during 
the  coming  summer  my  wishes  may 
mature. 

Drainage  and  Sewage. 

.A.fter  having  said  wffiat  I have  in  the 
last  paragraph,  I cannot  but  admit  that 
these  are  not  as  they  should  be. 

I am  convinced  that  it  is  quite  time 
that  something  was  done  with  the  house 
connections  in  the  water  logged  area, 
although  I can  quite  see  that  you,  as  a 
Council,  find  yourselves  in  an  awkward 
position  in  the  matter  after  the  residts  of 
the  enquiries  held  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

Water  Closet  Accommodation. 

With  the  exception  of  the  six  cesspools 
and  eight  earth  closets,  on  which  I have 
previously  reported,  the  whole  of  the  town 
is  supplied  with  a water  carriage  system. 

There  is  still  a scarcity  of  accommoda- 
tion in  some  of  the  old  property  where 
one  w.c.  has  to  serve  for  two  or  even  more 
cottages.  This  is.  of  course,  not  as  it 
should  be,  but  I can  see  no  help  but  to 


put  up  with  things  as  they  are  until 
such  times  as  the  housing  accommodation 
conditions  are  a little  more  as  they  should 
be. 

Sewage  Farm. 

This  has,  I believe,  satisfactorily  carried 
out  the  work  required  of  it  during  the 
twelve  months.  I have  heard  of  no 
complaints  as  to  the  condition  of  the 
effluent. 

Scavenging. 

Your  Sanitary  Inspector  in  his  report 
has  again  drawn  your  attention  to  the 
conditions  of  the  receptacles  used  for 
house  refuse,  and  I cannot  too  strongly 
indorse  all  that  he  has  said  upon  the 
matter. 

I am  well  aware  that  to  right  the  wrong 
in  this  particular  will  mean  a considerable 
amount  of  trouble,  but  this  will  fall  on 
your  Sanitary  Inspector  himself,  and  I am 
convinced  that  he  will  not  shirk  it  if  he 
feels  that  you  are  giving  him  your  support 
in  the  matter. 

While  on  the  matter.  I do  not  think  that 
I can  speak  too  strongly  on  the  dust 
nuisance  that  exists  in  your  streets. 

I am  of  opinion  that  no  matter  what  the 
result  of  the  present  Law  Case  of  Dell  v. 
The  Chesham  U.D.C.  may  be,  that  from  a 
public  health  point  of  view,  it  is 
absolutely  necessary  that  on  the  roads  in 
your  district,  tar  should  be  used  in  some 
form.  The  dust,  owing  to  the  increased 
amount  of  fast  traffic,  is  becoming  unbear- 
able, and  when  one  thinks  of  open  shops 
with  food  being  sold  for  human  consump- 
tion on  which  it  is  possible  for  this  dust 
to  settle,  it  does  not  require  much  know- 
ledge of  public  health  to  know  that  the 
whole  thing  is  a danger  to  the  community, 
and  that  something  must  be  done  even 
at  the  risk  of  injuring  a few  water-cress 
or  fish  if  that  risk  exists,  which  I person- 
ally think  is  more  than  doubtful.

Housing. 

The  housing  question  in  your  district 
remains  a very  acute  one,  and  over- 
crowding is  rampant.  From  the  action 
you  are  now  taking,  I trust  that  the 
conditions  will  soon  be  relieved,  as  I feel 
sure  that  houses  now  in  the  course  of 
erection  will  enable  many  to  find  homes, 
although  I am  not  so  confident  that  it 
will  enable  your  officers  to  deal  with  the 
question  of  insisting  on  all  dwelling 
houses  in  your  district  being  converted 


into  structures  fit  for  human  habitation 
One  of  our  chief  difficulties  will,  I am 
afraid,  be  the  question  of  rents. 

Many  are  at  present  living  in  houses 
rented  at  little  over  5s.  a week,  and 
how  they  are  to  pay  the  extra  rent 
becomes  a very  serious  problem. 

Undoubtedly  the  first  step  is  to  find  the 
house,  and  the  next  step  must  be  taken 
as  soon  as  this  is  done. 

Hospital  Accommodation. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  in  the  Vale  has 
not  been  open  during  the  year. 

As  things  are  at  present,  I am  of  opinion 
that  it  is  better  for  the  patients  that  they 
should  be  treated  in  their  own  homes, 
especially  such  cases  as  Diphtheria  and 
Typhoid.  I am  still  hoping  for  the  time 
when  the  County  Council  will  see  their 
way  clear  to  erect  a central  Hospital 
within  the  county  for  all  these  cases. 

During  the  year  I have  received  20 
notifications  under  the  Infectious  Clauses 
Notification  Act,  made  up  as  follows  ; —

If  one  can  trust  these  figures,  the  results 
are  startling. 

I am  aware  that  The  County  Tuber- 
culosis Officer  (Dr.  Burra)  in  his  annual 
report  has  complained  that  this  disease 
is  not  reported  as  it  should  be.  This 
may  be  so,  but  I do  not  think  that  there 
are  many  missed  within  your  area. 
Personally,  I have  always  found  the 
Medical  Men  in  Chesham  most  punctilious 
in  their  notification,  and  if  by  any  chance 
one  has  been  missed,  owing  to  the  stress 
of  work  in  a very  busy  time  their  attention 
has  only  to  be  called  to  it  and  it  is  to 
hand  by  return  with  a statement  of  regret. 

From  a general  Practitioner’s  point  of

view.  I consider  that  there  is  every  excuse 
for  a Medical  Men  forgetting  one  of  these 
cases  of  Tuberculosis.  He  sees  the  case 
in  the  first  instance,  and  cannot  make  up 
his  mind  if  his  patient  is  actually  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  or  not,  and  decides  to 
hold  his  hand  and  watch  the  case.  Per- 
haps, after  some  months,  the  patient, 
having  been  quite  well  in  the  meantime, 
comes  to  see  him  again,  he  finds  the  same 
trouble.  He  naturaly  thinks,  oh,  this 
is  the  old  trouble,  and  is  quite  under 
the  impression  that  he  has  notified  the 
patient  in  the  first  instance.  You  will 
realize  the  difficulty  when  I tell  you  that 
I have  at  the  present  time  patients  on  my 
list  that  showed  signs  of  Tuberculosis 
long  before  the  Notification  Order  came 
into  force. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

A case  of  this  disease  made  its  appear- 
ance in  the  town  in  July. 

The  case  was  not  recognised  as  such,  in 
spite  of  a consultation  with  a consulting 
physician,  until  it  had  been  removed  to 
the  Middlesex  Hospital,  from  which  insti- 
tution it  was  notified. 

Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  cases  of  this  disease 
notified  during  this  year  has  not  been 
quite  so  many  as  in  1919,  but  it  is  sufficient 
to  give  rise  to  serious  thought,  as  we 
fini.shed  this  year  with  some  cases  still 
under  consideration,  and  this  little  out- 
break spread  into  the  early  months  of 
this  present  year  and  caused  a fair  amount 
of  anxiety. 

For  the  last  ten  years  the  number  of 
cases  notified  have  been  as  follows  : —

From  these  figures  it  seems  that  there 
has  been  a steady  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  this  disease  during  the  last  few 
years,  and  I find  it  very  difficult  to  account 
for  this,  unless  it  is  that  we  have  a carrier 
or  two  in  the  schools. 

I have  now  made  arrangements  with  the 
medical  men  in  the  town  that  in  the  event 
of  them  thinking  that  a case  is  one  of 
this  disease  that  a swab  should  be 
taken  and  sent  to  the  Clinical  Research 
Association  for  their  report,  and  in  the 
event  of  this  report  being  positive,  that 
swabs  should  be  taken  of  all  the  members 
of  the  household.  In  this  manner  I was 
able  to  trace  down  one  child,  who,  al- 


though he  had  apparently  had  no  illness 
himself,  although  residing  in  a house  in 
which  the  disease  existed,  still  produced 
four  positive  swabs  before  a negative 
was  obtained. 

I have  also  informed  the  medical  men 
in  the  town  that,  provided  they  will  let 
me  have  the  name  and  address  of  patient 
for  whom  it  is  to  be  used,  that  I can  sup- 
ply Anti-diphtheretic  Serum  at  the 
Council's  expense  for  either  the  patient 
or  contact. 

When  any  cases  have  been  notified  as 
coming  from  a particular  school,  the  school 
has  been  visited,  the  children  questioned 
as  to  home  conditions  in  the  way  of 
sickness,  and  any  child  in  which  there  was 
the  least  suspicion  examined. 

On  these  occasions  the  register  is 
examined,  and  any  child  absent  without 
a satisfactory  excuse  is  hunted  down  either 
by  myself  or  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 

I cannot  see  what  else  can  be  done  in 
the  matter,  but  am  open  to  give  any  sug- 
gestions every  consideration. 

The  trouble  has  been  that  this  disease 
was  not  confined  to  one  school  or  one 
locality,  but  seemed  to  be  just  isolated 
cases  all  over  your  district. 

Scarlet  Fever, 

Four  cases  of  this  disease  occurred 
during  the  year ; all  at  different  times 
and  in  different  parts  of  the  town. 

Pneumonia. 

Here  something  has  certainlygonewxong, 
for  whereas  I have  received  ten  noti- 
fications of  Pneumonia,  the  returns  show 
six  deaths  from  this  disease.  I do  not 
consider  this  such  a serious  matter  as  one 
would  do  in  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  or 
Diphtheria,  but  while  the  law  stands  as  it 
does,  it  must,  of  course,  be  obeyed,  and 
the  members  of  the  medical  profession 
must  be  asked  to  exercise  a little  more 
care  in  the  matter. 

I consider  myself  perfectly  justified  in 
making  these  remarks,  as,  in  referring  to 
the  papers,  I must  put  myself  among  the 
delinquents. 

Enteric  Fever. 

I have  received  no  notification  of  this 
disease  during  the  year. 

Death  Rate. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during 
the  year  in  this  district  is  83,  as  against 
100  last  year.  This  gives  a death  rate 
of  9.7. 

In  looking  through  the  list  of  diseases 
from  which  these  deaths  have  occurred,  I 
do  not  this  year  notice  anything  to  which 
I particularly  wish  to  draw  your  atten- 
tion, with  the  exception  that  the  deaths 
from  cancer  has  fallen  from  20  to7. 


Birth  Rate. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during 
this  year  are  as  follows  : —

Of  this  number,  9 were  those  of  ille- 

gitimate children.  These  figures  give  a , 
birth  rate  of  26.3,  which  is  higher  than  it 
has  been  for  many  years. 

Infant  Mortality. 

Of  the  100  deaths  registered,  20  were 
those  of  infants  under  one  year,  giving 
an  infant  mortality  of  101,  which  one  re- 
grets to  admit  is  the  highest  in  Urban 
areas  of  Buckingham,  as  against  25  last 
year,  when  Chesham  was  next  to  the 
lowest . 

I have  been  carefully  through  this  list, 
and,  while  expressing  my  disappointment 
at  the  figures,  I cannot  put  my  finger  on 
an3rthing  that  could  in  anyway  account 
for  them.  There  has  not  even  been  an 
exceptional  number  of  premature  births 


as  has  so  frequently  been  the  case  when 


our  infant  mortality  has  risen.
